Split in 
Party Looked For 


Over League of Nations 


Question—Johnson 


Ready to Quit 


Chicago, Illinois, June IO, 1920.— 
Republican 
differences 
over 
the 
league of nations culminated Wednes­ 
day in an open threat from irrecon­ 
cilable senators to leave the party un­ 
less it declared flatly against the 
league of nations. 
The ultim atum was delivered in 
dramatic fashion at a conference of 
leaders. 
It put the leagu issue sud­ 
denly to the fore of all other ques­ 
tions before the national convention, 
not excepting even the nomination of 
a presidential candidate. 
Senators Borah, Idaho; 
Brande- 
gee, Connecticut, and McCormick, of 
Illinois, represented the irreconcila- 
and form er Senator W. Murray Crane 
of Massachusetts, in past conventions 
a national leader, spoke for the group 
dem anding a plank for a league with 
reservations. 
Senator W atson, Indi­ 
ana, chairm an of the convention’s re­ 
solutions committee, present to rep­ 
resent the party organization, took 
the role of peacemaker. 
Tonight leaders w re only 
half­ 
heartedly attem pting to conceal (heir 
apprehensions 
over 
the 
situation. 
Most of them grimly predicted an 
agreement, but none appeared too 
sure of his ground. 
In a session 
which promised to last through the 
night, a resolutions sub-committee, 
headed by Senator W atson, sought to 
find a middle course which would 
hold the party together. 
Senator Crane, coming unexpected­ 
ly into the swim of convention affairs 
after several days of quiet conferenc­ 
es, prefaced the irreconcilable ultim a­ 
tum by laying on the council table a 
proposal that the party declare af­ 
firmatively 
for 
ratifications 
of 
a 
league of nations covenant with safe­ 
guarding reservations. 
Backed, he 
said, by the group of mild reserva­ 
tion senators, he indicated th at un­ 
less such a plank were adopted, all 
the dynam ite of the league of na­ 
tions question would be loose on the 
convention floor. 
The reply of the irreconcilables 
came at once, phrased in term s which 
no one misunderstood. 
W ith consid­ 
erable heat Senator Borah told the 
conference th at he and his colleagues 
never could support any plank de­ 
claring affirmatively for any ratifica­ 
tion of the treaty, reservations or no 
reservations. 
Should the party adopt 
such a plank, they declared, 
they 
would immediately and Anally part 
company with it.

“ W ith something like four or five 
thousand cars loaded with wheat in 
Galveston or on the way there, which 
cannot be unloaded until late in July 
on account of lack of elevator and 
ship room, and on account of the fi­ 
nancial stringency the indications are 
that we cannot move the w heat as 
rapidly ao^ heretofore for export, and 
mills and elevators cannot buy and 
sell wheat as heretofore,” says the 
letter.

Christian people in the far east, she 
holds a place of authority, love and re­ 
spect in family and social life that la 
not accorded to women in countries 
neighboring the islands, or in India, 
China or Japan.” 
A Filipina who is doing an impor­ 
tant work for her people in tho Unit­ 
ed States is Mrs. Jaime C de Veyra, 
wife of the resident Commissioner from 
the Philippines. Not only has she fre­ 
quently addressed the wives of mem­ 
bers of Congress in Washington as to 
conditions in the new Philippines, but 
she has visited various cities, speaking 
before women’s clubs. 
Tbs senora 
wears, in giving her talks, ono of the 
beautiful gowns of her homo land, a 
delicate pineapple fabric, hand-woven 
and hand-embroidered, shaped like a 
gauzy-winged butterfly. 
“In many ways the path of the wo­ 
men of the Philippines is easy,” says 
Senora de Veyra. “Laws made by her 
have combined the best of American 
and Spanish precedents, qnd she has 
come into her own with far less strug­ 
gle than either her American or her 
Spanish sisters. 
Married women may 
hold property in severalty. 
They are 
guardians of their own children. These 
are vested rights and cannot be taken 
away from her. 
“Professional opportunities are as 
good for women as for men in the land 
from which I come. 
The Filipina is 
by custom the dictator in the home. 
She is usually toe keeper of the family 
treasure. 
Practically all of the small 
shops in Manila are conducted by wo­ 
men. 
Women are already members of 
the 
Philippine 
Bar 
Association—a 
tiling still impossible in Great Britain. 
They are also successful as physi­ 
cians.” 
Life is really a fifty-fifty proposition 
for women in the Philippines, accord­ 
ing to the senora, who has taken such 
a prominent part in women’s work 
there that she lins sometimes been re­ 
ferred to as “the little mother of them 
all.” She was the assistant matron of 
the Normal Hall Dormitory for Girls 
when she married. 
She speaks Eng 
lish fluently and puts her little talks 
“over” with real tact. 
She has four 
children. 
An evidence of her enter 
prise was her action last year in mas 
tering shorthand so she might be “use 
ful to her husband at home in the eve­ 
nings in case he wishes to dictate a 
few letters or a speech.”
